$1,500 per hour cost of the 
production will be absorbed by 
the colleges and no admission 
charge will be made, Dr.

“We are experimenting with 
Open Theatre (improvisatory 
acting) here at SAC,” the college 
chief stated. ‘‘We are aware that 
it has had a lot of bad publicity 
in the past.” 

He said that SAC’s theatre 
arts personnel are now working 
with the producers of the play 
to eliminate the short nude 
scene in the play. 


“They will either change that 
part of the script,”” Dr. Johnson 
said, ‘‘or substitute another play. 
I'm sure there will be no 
difficulties.” 


The tentative schedule calls 
for ‘‘Terminal’’ to be presented 
on Nov. 27, at SAC. The other 
two plays include: ‘Mutation’, 
to be performed at Golden West 
College on Nov. 26, and “Night 
Walk”, which will be performed 
Nov. 30, at Orange Coast 
College. 


However, this decision did not 
go unopposed. 

“A lot of students are against 
the Freedom Memorial, which 
they think is simply a farce,” 
said Senator Janet Tisthamer, 
one of the Senate members who 
opposed the bill that passed by a 
vote of 8 to 2.

1f the student’s yearly budget 
and his’ family’s estimated 
support indicate that his needs 


are greater than the amount 


which can be granted to him, 
student loans and other forms of 


government aid are still 
available.

Administration’s ultimate goal 
of making postsecondary 
education available to all young 
people who desire it.”’

in these pages concerning the 
Queen of the Dons contest. 
Rather, | believe that (a 
straight-forward statement of 
facts in this matter will dispel 


the apparent mystery and 
controversy. 
After several years of 


dormancy, the friendly football 
rivalry between the Dons of SAC 
and the Burros Blancos of 
Mexico City was renewed last 
year. The International Football 
Committee was organized to 
raise funds in order to relieve 
SAC of the burden of providing 
suitable accommodations for the 
Mexican team during its stay in 
Santa Ana. 

In keeping with the primary 
PURPOSE of the _ event, 
international good relations 
between the peoples of the 
United States and Mexico, the 
IFC sponsored a_ Mexican 
Independence Day ceremony at 
SAC, which was followed by a 
banquet to help raise the 
necessary funds. In all of these 
things, the IFC has coordinated 
closely with SAC administration. 


The media has referred to the 
IFC as ‘Mexican-Oriented’, and 
this is quite true in the context 
of its reason for existence. The 
members of IFC are volunteer 
workers interested in furthering 
goodwill between Mexico and 
the United States and within the 
country itself. 

The volunteers include people 
from several _— professions, 
businesses and government, and 
there are student members. IFC 
membership includes both men 
and women. 

This year the IFC was again 
called upon to raise funds, this 
time to send the Dons to 
Mexico. Work began early in the 
year, and two separate dances 
were sponsored by IFC in order 
to provide funds for the coming 
trip to Mexico. 

Once in Mexico, the team will 
be the guests of the Instituto 
Politecnico in Mexico City, 
home of the Burros Blancos. 
Several members of IFC and 
many citizens-at-large are also 
going to Mexico City for the 
event, all of whom are paying 
their own way through a special 
charter arranged by the IFC. 

Early in. the planning, we 
decided to send a Queen to 
Mexico with the team arid 


several alternatives as to who the 


young lady would represent and 


how she would be chosen were 
studied. It was finally decided 
that the Queen of the Dons 
should be a SAC student, even 
though her role would serve a 
larger purpose than that 
confined to on-campus activities. 

The Queen of the Dons would 
represent SAC, the city of Santa 
Ana, Orange County and the 
UNITED STATES, and her 
primary role would be the role 
of the IFC: goodwill between 


‘Mexico and the United States. | 


was elected chairman of a 
subcommittee of the IFC!’ to 
plan, organize, staff, and 


implement the selection of the 
Queen of the Dons. 

One of my first tasks was to 
spell out the qualifications 
required of the Queen of the 
Dons -and to select a panel of 
judges who would choose the 
Queen. 

The program was barely 
underway when | was asked if it 
would be possible to merge the 
roles of the SAC Homecoming 
Queen and the Queen of the 
Dons in one young woman. | 
readily agreed that this was a 
good idea provided that the 
students were also amenable to 


“ self-confidence, 


provide the Homecoming Queen 


a larger role. 
Accordingly, the ICC voted to 
merge, and several elected 


student representatives are now 
actively working with the IFC, 
including Mark Miller, student 
body president, Linda Cadmus, 
president of AWS, Warren Page, 
Associate Justice of the student 
supreme court and Dianne 
Cochran, president of the ICC. 

The panel of judges, both men 
and women, include members of 
the IFC and SAC students. The 
criteria for judging includes 
physical beauty, but the MAJOR 
criteria involves personality. 

What is wanted in the Queen 
of the Dons - and what the panel | 
of judges will try to objectively 
and sincerely choose - is the 
most beautiful, intelligent and 
articulate young lady that can be 
found on the SAC campus. She 
must have bearing, 
stage presence, 
and charisma, because she is 
going to represent all of us in 
Mexico. 

As of last Friday aftegnoon, 
twenty-one coeds had expressed 
a desire to become Queen by 
filing entry applications. One 
among. them is going to be our 
Queen of the Dons.

“People get exactly the government 
they deserve,” John Schmitz said the 
other day. The ex-American 
Independent Party Presidential 
candidate of 1972 and SAC political 
science instructor went on to explain: 

“The problem is not politics. People 
keep complaining politics is a dirty 
game; the President, elected officials are 
bad. If | have any complaints about 
Congress, it is that it too well reflects 
the people. Society in general has been 
getting away from the idea that we have 
to abide by a general standard.” 

What is the general standard? Schmitz 
puts it this way: 

‘| know it may sound corny today to 
speak about abiding by the Ten 
Comandments but they are the basic 
principles by which our civilization was 
built.” 

Schmitz is a quick-thinking, 
outspoken man _ who gives. the 
impression that he knows the principles 
and lives by them. He’s honest, frank 
and proud of his—country--and the 
governmental system which runs it. 

In fact, he’s one of the last of a 
vanishing breed of good, old-fashioned 
American patriots who fall somewhere 
between chauvinism and _ left-wing 
radicalism. He. defends the political

system by which he lives while at the 
same time condeming the society which 
bred the people who are corrupting it. 

“There are no objective principles of 
right and wrong, today; just the 
principle of winning,” Schmitz said. 
“It’s not just the Republicans or the 
Democrats; it’s society that has gotten 
away from the basic principles. Look at 
the Watergate scandle and you !ook at 
the people as they testify. They keep 
talking) about this choice they had 
between what they knew to be right and 
wrong or playing with the team. That's 
John Dewyism: the group, group play. 
This is the modern educational mode. 
The highest good is to adjust to your 
team or to your peers. 

“Watergate is just a part of it. The 
highest good is winning; the next 
highest is being a team player.” 

Schmitz has been around and has 
seen government and the people. 


He ended up not running that year. 
He felt the conservative vote would be 
split between himself and the number 
two-man-behind-him, Bob Battan, who 
had gotten support from a group called 
the Republican Men of Santa Ana. So 
Schmitz decided not to run and he took 
out the filing papers for Battan. “I’m 
the one that launched him on his way 
and today he’s still our Assemblyman’”’.

Maude Rubin, 82, a noted poetess and 
former SAC student has passed away. 
Memorial services were held last Sunday at 


Blower Bros. Mortuary, 2525 N. Main Street, 


with the Rev. Richard lrons of the first 
Presbyterian Church officiating. : 

Mrs. Rubin died last Friday in St. Joseph's 
Hospital after an attack of pneumonia. 


Her first published light verse was written 
when she was 64. She had written 11 published 


works, including six volumes of poetry. Her 


more well known works were: ‘The Magic 
Book”, ‘Fangs of Midnight’ and ‘Comin’ 
Through the Wry”’. 


. Maude Rubin was very close to her family. 
She used.to sit with them listening to stories 
and poetry read to them by their father, as a 
young girl in Salida, Colorado. 

When she moved to California. she worked 


for 20 years at Little Theatre as a director, 
actress and designer. In 1941 she moved to 
Orange County where she worked for ten years 
as a claims officer for the Veterans Center 
before taking a position with the California 
State Department of Education. 


Mrs. Rubin attended SAC in 1954, enrolling 


in a creative writing course taught. by Lota 


Blythe. She never attained a college degree but
